About Refugee Army Proposal 


From JOHN’ BARTLETT, from Bonn 


ALLIED sources are somewhat dis- 
¥ turbed by the suggestion that has 
been mooted in certain German circles 
to the effect that the 
counted on to form a vigorous portion 
of any new German defence force.

STRIKE BIGGEST YET 
Railway Tie-U 


More Men Than Any Other 


OTTAWA (CP) For sheer 
number of strikers involved, the 
general rail tie-up is the greatest 
strike in Canada’s history. 

But it would have to last 11 
days to set a record for working 
time lost through a strike. 

That distinction goes to a 1911 
strike of coal miners in southern 
Alberta and British Columbia, 
which lasted 195 days with a 
loss of 1,350,000 man-days. There 
were 7,000 workers engaged 
in it 

Up until the present time, the 
largest number. of workers in 
volved had been 44,367 in the 


p Involving 


Winnipeg general strike of 1919. 
That number included those 
who went out in’ sympathy 
strikes in Various parts of the 
country. -Man-day loss was 1, 
033,000, putting that strike in 
fourth place. 

Second-highest loss of 1,121, 
000 man-days was in the 1947 
Strike of 14,900 coal miners in 
Nova Scotia and New Brunswick 
that lasted 90 days. 

Third was the 1946 
British Columbia loggers. This 
lasted 36 days, involved 37,000 
men and cost 1,100,000 man-days. |

East German Economy, Manpower Squandered 
By Russians To Squeeze Last Ounce Of Ore 


BERLIN (AP)—British authorities said-today Russia has 


stepped up search for uranium 


in East Germany to a ‘‘frantic”’ 


pace, far beyond peaceful needs. 


A ragged army of 300,000 Ger- 
man men, women and children 
has been drafted by the Russians 
and their German Communist 
front men to dig the ore, basis 
of atomic weapons, the British 
statement said. 


A detailed 5,000-word descrip- 
tion of the Soviet uranium activ- 
ity in East Germany ever since 
it started in 1946 was issued by 
British Control Commission auth- 
orities who conclude: 

“The Russians have recently 
intensified to a scale hitherto 
unknown in peacetime their 
frantic drive in East Germany 
aimed at producing a maximum 
uranium regardless of wast- 
age in manpower and material. 

“The mines are being worked 
24 hours a day. ... 

“The only beneficiaries of this 
extravagant drive are the Rus- 
sians. The East German economy 
gets nothing out of it but is even 
disrupted by the inexhaustible 
demands.

Canadians Help Keep Greek Children 
Alive, Dr. Hitschmanova Reports 


OTTAWA (CP)—“Many Greek 
babies will not die this winter, 
thanks to Canadian generosity,” 
reported Dr. Lotta Hitschmanova, 
Canadian Director of the Uni- 
tarian Service Committee, follow 
ing a trip. through Greece. 


Dr. Hitschmanova jeeped cver 
the ravaged Grecian countryside 
distributing blankets, clothing 
and food to hundreds of villages 
which had been desolated by 
successive invasions of Italians, 
Germans and guerrillas. 

After the victory of the Greek 
nationalist army last November 
she said, the government 
achieved something very near a 
miracle. Itrepatriated about 700,- 
000 refugees to their villages and 
now provides 18 pounds of flour 
per person per month, and wher- 
ever possible, shelter, animals 
farm equipment, seeds and fer- 
tilizers. 

Dr. Hitschmanova’s job was to 
assist in this rehabilitation by 
distributing 42,000 pounds of re- 
lief supplies contributed by Cana 
liar families to the Unitarian 

ervice Committee.

When the frost has destroyed 
the pollen there is no further 
trouble unless a little dust which 
contains the pollen is stirred up, 
This does not mean that hay 
fever has no complications, how- 
ever, as there is a tendency for 
those who have had hay fever 
for several years to develop 
asthma, which is a still more 
distressing condition than hay 
fever itself.

the best treatment 
| for ragweed hay fever for most 
people is to try to be desensi- 
tized, that is, to have the sensi- 
tiveness to the pollen decreased 
by injections of “shots” of pollen 
extracts. These are best given 
either all the year around or for 
several months before the season 
starts. 

Many hay fever victims are 
partially and temporarily relieved 
by air conditioning. This relief 
is due to the filtering of pollen 
out of the air which is breathed 
in. Sometimes a room which has 
a pollen filter in the window 
gives a certain amount of com- 
fort. 


DRUGS MAY HELP 


A great many people plan to 
take their vacations during the 
hay fever season and go to places 
where the pollen is either absent 
or very slight, In this way they 
can get relief for at least part of 
the time. 

Several drugs known as anti- 
histamines and going under vari- 
ous trade names bring consider- 
able relief to many hay fever 
sufferers. These drugs act for 
only a short time, but they do 
help many hay fever victims 
when their symptoms are intol- 
erable. They are not entirely 
lacking in undesirable effects, 
however, and therefore should 
not be taken without some medi- 
cal -supervision. _ Furthermore. 
some people seem to be helped 
more by one kind of preparation
